Warren has copicd Lord Sackville and m
consequence shures his fate. John Murray
invited the commissioner 1o use nis pen.  He
produced an article on the police,  defending
himseclf. The matter came up in parlinmoent.
His superior, the home secrotary, grabbed
lim, saying that Sie Charles was ignorant of
arule in the department that no attache
should write of his office without permission,
This wis tantamount to stating that Sir
Charles was inattentive, so he resigned,. He
and Lord Sackville will therefore soon mect
and compare notles,

1 called upon him lust evening in conse
quence,  Sir Charles is a handsome, military
man, lookmg little over forty and considera
bly browned, He wears o moustache sug-
gestive of silence, and lils features are regn
lur and handsome.  In place of the military
martinet which  he is represented to be in
some quarters, ] found a gentleman,coirteous
in manner, amiable of disposition, with much
dignity. His manner hmd more the suavity
of 4 diplomat than the rough and ready style
of amilitary man,

“Can you give the Herald any details
about  your anuounced resignation, Sir
Chorlest

“Welly not mueh,” he raplied,  “You must
understand that until  the government has
uppointed some one in my place 1 cansay
nothing. However, there is one thing 1
wish to be understood. That is that
Mr. Matthews is speaking for the govern
ment, but he is not doing so for me. 1, the
commissioner, will, when the time comes,
have my say, At present I am still comimnis-
sioner and responsible for the London police,
therefore [ may not speak yet."

“Can you suggest the reason of your res-
ignation 1"

“Not fully. Bat I will say that o great

grievance has beon the interference of the
home office in the police department.'?

“Is that of recent date!™

“No, It has been so for two years, The

police department had by law been originally
placed under control of tne chief seeretary
of stute. The charge was next made over
to the home sceretury.  However, this did
not make us a department of the home oftice.
I have resisted  this  latter assumption

of Scotlund and Shetlands, and moderato to
fresh east southeast gule on the Yorkshire
coast, A tremondonsly high sea was run-
ning in some locallties, Tho passage of the
gule was marked by a goneral and very
heavy fall of rain, This afternoon the ba-
rometer was rising over the southern parts
of the country, but in the far north the maor-
cury 1s still fulling witha continuation of the
southeasterly gale and heavy sea, The Gal-
aten, bound for Las Palmas, arrived .  Fal-
mouth lust night and reported that when be-
tween the sturt and Eddystone liglithouse
they suw, about midnight, distress rockets
fired from o steamoer, She got within hall
ing distunce and was iuformed that the
steamer wius in g sinking condition and that
hier buats wero sinashed aond sne rognired
asaistance, The fearful state of the
woeather prevented the Galatea frow launch.
Ing her bgats but she remained close by all
night until 5:40 n. m., when a hesvy
squall strucitc both wvessels und on  the
weather clearing up about )
o'elgele  the  steamur had  sunk, The
CGiadeten crulsed about for three hours but
could see nothing but wreckage Hooating
about, nor is the name of the steamer yet
linown.

FRANCE AND THE VATICAN.

The Speech of M. Goblet in the Cham-
her of Deputies.

Panis, Nov, 1iL.—[Netv York Herald Cable

deputies to-day discussed the budget of the
ministey of foreign affalrs. M. Ferronays,
of the Right, declored that he saw nothing to
eriticize in the policy of M. Goblet during
the past six wonths. M, Goblet stated that
the sittyation could be faced with composure,
France threatened no one, and was suf-
ficiently strong not to fear provooation. Tho
povernment would defend the dignity of the
country withoot forgetting that peace was
the chicf interest, An amendment having
been pressed to abolish the embassy to tho
vatican, M. Goblet seld:

“As long as we live under the regime of the
concordat it I8 necessary W maintain rela-
tions with the vatican for the truining of the
clergy and the appointments of bishops and
cardinals. The importance of our protector-
ate in eastern countricd wlso requires the
maintenance of friendly “relations with the
vatican. HRival powers dispate our protec-
torate,  The friendsnip of the pope is there-
fore precious.  The pope alrendy has his bit-
terncsses, Is it for ns to increase themd
It hus been snid reeently that the popa
could no longer count upon any country but
rance. That does not mean that France
will interyene to restore his temporal power;
but the more the pope is deprived of the
power, the more France ought to honor him
by curtalling nothing of her respect for the
high authority he ropsesenits” [Applause. |
